Applicant failed to 
include an independent claim, such as claim 31, wherein the 
locking groove and the locking element are defined as being 
dimensioned such that when adjacent panels are joined together 
and the locking element is received within the locking groove, 
there is sufficient space within the locking groove to allow 
mutual displacement of the adjacent panels in a direction of 
the first and second edges and to enable the locking element 
to leave the locking groove if the respective building panel 
is turned about its first edge angularly away from the locking 
strip. In addition, claims 3 and 6 have been amended to 
eliminate reference numerals . 

(7) All errors which are being corrected in this reissue 
application up to the time of filing of the declaration arose 
without any deceptive intent on the part of the Applicant.
